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1. On the outskirts of Ardin (sic)*, Bulgaria there was a stone warehouse 
45 meters long and 9 meters wide and 9.25 meters high. It was constructed 
during the German occupatione At present war materiel is stored there 
and guarded by soldiers. 


2. ft a distance of 50 meters from this warehouse there was another building 
of similer construction and dimensions which was used as a barracks to 
house a “special battalion" composed of five companies of radio operators, 
gunners, mortar and mine experts. 


3. One kilometer south of the town of Ruse, there was a group of five ware=- 
houses each 13 meters long and 8 meters wide. These were filled with war 
materiel and guarded by sentries. The depot occupied an area approximately 
500 meters long and 50 meters wide. 
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
